Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicants argue the finality of the previous 
office action. The applicants raise that only the Jorgenson reference was disclosed in the IDS submitted on 01/10/2008. however, the 
Jorgenson reference was the sole reference in the IDS submitted on 01/25/2008. Multiple references, one of which was used in the 
previous office action, were disclosed on the 01/10/2008 IDS reference. Therefore, finality was proper in the previous Offiace action, and 
the new claim amendments raise new issues that would require a further search an dreconsideration. . 
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
